SOLVANG,  Calif.  (AP)  —  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  marked  the  fifth 
anniversary  of  the  1981  attempt  on 
his  life  by  attending  Easter  services 
Sunday  in  a  small  Presbyterian 
church  a  few  miles  from  his  mountain- 
top  ranch. 

It  was  the  president’s  first  attend¬ 
ance  at  a  regular  church  service  since 
Easter  of  1984,  when  he  worshiped 
with  a  congregation  in  Honolulu  dur¬ 
ing  a  stopover  on  his  trip  to  China. 

He  attended  a  special  service  at 
National  Cathedral  in  Washington  on 
the  occasion  of  his  second  inaugura¬ 
tion  last  year. 


The  president  and  his  wife,  Nancy, 
flew  by  helicopter  from  their  Rancho 
del  Cielo  to  Rancho  Sierra  Grande, 
about  eight  miles  to  the  north,  and 
then  were  driven  in  a  motorcade  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  Santa 
Ynez  Valley,  just  outside  Solvang. 

They  attended  Easter  services  at 
the  same  church  in  1983. 

An  aide,  asked  whether  the  presi¬ 
dent’s  decision  to  attend  church  was 
related  to  the  anniversary  of  the 
assassination  attempt,  said,  “I  think 
it  had  something  to  do  with  it.”  The 
aide  spoke  on  condition  he  not  be  iden¬ 
tified. 


Libyan  exercises 
part  of  strategy 
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Redford  wants 
end  to  canyon 
truck  traffic 


Sundance  (AP)  — 
Actor  Robert  Redford 
and  a  number  of  other 
residents  of  the  scenic 
mountain  pass  called 
Provo  Canyon  have 
joined  forces  in  a  bid  to 
seek  a  ban  on  truck  traf¬ 
fic  through  the  area. 

About  40  residents 
turned  out  for  a  meeting 
last  week  at  Redford’s 
Sundance  ski  area,  in¬ 
cluding  Lhomond  and 
Barbara  Jones,  whose 
daughter,  son-in-law 
and  three  grandchildren 
were  killed  in  a  traffic 
accident  in  the  canyon 
recently. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Top  U.S. 
diplomats  said  Sunday  that  U.S.  nav¬ 
al  exercises  across  Moammar  Kha- 
dafy’s  “line  of  death”  might  not  deter 
the  Libyan  leader  from  sponsoring 
terrorist  acts,  but  could  reduce  his 
international  influence. 

“I  think  we  very  likely  will  see” 
more  attacks  against  Americans,  said 
Richard  W.  Murphy,  assistant  secret¬ 
ary  of  state  for  Near  Eastern  and 
South  Asian  Affairs. 

Murphy  said  the  naval  operations 

—  in  which  U.S.  forces  last  week  en¬ 
tered  the  Gulf  of  Sidra,  twice  knocked 
out  a  Libyan  radar  installation  and 
sank  at  least  two  Libyan  patrol  boats 

—  were  part  of  a  broader  strategy  to 
curb  Khadafy’s  power. 

“The  programs  we  have  are  three¬ 
fold:  the  economic  sanctions  program 
that  was  tightened  up  considerably  in 
January;  the  continuing  programs  we 
have  to  bolster  the  moderate  Arabs, 
our  friends  in  the  Arab  world,  in 
terms  of  military  and  economic  sup¬ 
port,”  Murphy  said  on  the  ABC  prog¬ 
ram,  “This  Week  with  David 
Brinkley.”

The  deposed  leader  made  the  re¬ 
marks  on  the  lawn  of  his  home  after  a 
private  Easter  Mass.  It  marked  the 
first  time  he  answered  reporters’ 
questions  since  fleeing  the  Philip¬ 
pines. 

Marcos  said  that  since  arriving  in 
Hawaii  Feb.  26,  he  has  been  busy 
writing  about  recent  events,  but  he 
said  his  lawyer  advised  him  not  to  talk 
about  what  he  has  been  writing. 

He  said  he  has  been  resting  and 
eating  well,  and  has  gained  two 
pounds  since  his  arrival.  Marcos  also 
said  he  had  no  immediate  plans  to 
leave  Hawaii. 

An  Easter  picnic  planned  Sunday 
for  Marcos  was  canceled  after  Secret 
Service  agents  objected  to  the  size  of 
the  crowd  and  the  city  said  the  party 
couldn’t  be  in  a  park.

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  More 
vacationers  will  take  off  for  resorts 
and  recreation  areas  across  the  coun¬ 
try  this  year  because  of  declining  gas 
prices,  travel  experts  say. 

Retail  gasoline  prices  dropped 
nearly  8  cents  a  gallon  during  the  last 
two  weeks,  oil  industry  analyst  Dan 
Lundberg  reported  in  his  Lundberg 
Letter.  Prices  should  fall  24-26  cents 
a  gallon  for  the  rest  of  the  year,  he 
said. 

“It’s  wonderful,”  said  Tiffany  Bous- 
seloub,  a  senior  tourism  specialist  for 
the  California  Office  of  Tourism.  “It 
will  definitely  help  attract  a  good 
number  of  visitor  from  nearby  West¬ 
ern  states  and  it  also  will  encourage 
more  state  travel  by  Californians.” 

“Once  that  magic  dollar  mark  on 
the  price  of  gas  was  broken,  people 
started  taking  a  lot  more  spontaneous 
weekend  vacations,”  said  Steve 
Trombetti,  spokesman  for  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Hotel  and  Motel  Association. 

Trombetti  says  hotel  operators  are 
gearing  up  to  attract  vacationers 
traveling  by  car. 


LONDON  (AP)  —  A  London 
woman  has  given  birth  to  five  babies, 
reported  to  be  the  world’s  first  test 
tube  quintuplets.  University  College 
Hospital  on  Sunday  said  the  five  in¬ 
fants  were  in  intensive  care. 

The  weekly  newspaper  Sunday 
People,  which  broke  the  news  of  the 
birth,  said  the  babies  were  all  boys. 

Hospital  spokeswoman  Annie 
Pearce  said  the  test  tube  quintuplets 
were  delivered  there  Wednesday  by 
Caesarean  section  and  that  all  were 
stable  and  as  well  as  could  be  ex¬ 
pected. 

She  said  they  ranged  in  weight  be¬ 
tween  1  pound,  ISV2  ounces  and  2 
pounds,  2  ounces  and  that  their 
mother  was  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Pearce  said  the  hospital  would  give 
no  further  information  at  family  re¬ 
quest,  and  said  it  had  “absolutely  no. 
comment”  on  the  Sunday  People 
account. 

The  Sunday  People  identified  the 
parents  as  33-year-old  teacher  Linda 
Jacobssen  and  her  husband,  Bruce, 
31,  an  engineer.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Despite  an 
increasing  use  of  metric  weights  and 
measurements,  most  Americans  still 
don’t  understand  the  system  and  are 
happier  with  traditional  English 
measurements,  according  to  a  Media 
General-Associated  Press  poll.

For  example,  one  time  an  infant  was  in  the 
same  area  where  some  toddlers  were  playing,  and  the  infant  kept 
knocking  over  the  older  child’s  toys.  When  the  toddler  became 
annoyed  with  the  baby,  another  toddler  told  the  child  he  should 
just  move  his  pile  over  because  the  baby  didn’t  know  better. 

After  seeing  the  children  learn  to  share  and  play  together, 
Spainhower  said  she  now  encourages  these  times. 

One  problem  with  combining  the  age  groups,  however,  is  the 
older  children  have  built  up  immunities  but  the  infants  haven’t 
and  have  a  tendency  to  get  sick  more  easily. 

At  Utah  State  Hospital,  which  is  licensed  for  24  children, 
infants  are  not  part  of  the  program.  To  be  admitted  to  this  center 
the  child  needs  to  be  toilet  trained,’ said  Chilton. 

The  program  was  put  into  effect  as  a  day  camp  for  employees’ 
children  last  summer.  Chilton  said  the  program  was  a  great 
success,  and  they  will  be  doing  a  similar  program  this  year. 

Giving  the  children  a  learning  environment  is  Westfall’s  goal 
for  the  center.  “Child  rearing  belongs  to  the  parents,  but  you’re 
supplementing  their  care,”  she  said.  She  feels  that  nurturing  as 
well  as  education  is  important. 

“They  are  here  all  day  long,  and  you’re  responsible  for  these 
children,  so  you  have  to  make  sure  they  are  loved,”  she  said. 

Westfall  said  these  nurturing  skills  could  not  be  maintained  at 
the  legal  state  level  of  one  adult  for  every  15  children,  (the  ratio  is 
different  for  older  children)  so  she  tries  to  have  one  adult  for 
every  eight  children. 

,  “  You  can’t  gi-v.e  quality  care  without  having  a  Tew  more  peo¬ 
ple, ’’shesaid. 

The  curriculum  varies  from  day  to  day,  but  there  is  always 
some  learning  activity  for  these  children,  such  as  science,  music 
movement  and  creative  art. 

Lori  Young,  director  of  quality  assurance  at  Utah  State  Hos¬ 
pital,  has  two  children  enrolled  in  the  program  and  said  she  feels 
safe  and  secure  with  it. 

“It’s  kind  of  like  a  little  family  group,”  she  said.  “I  know  most  of 
the  mothers  and  the  children  play  like  cousins  together.” 

Westfall  writes  daily  evaluations  to  keep  parents  informed  of 
what  their  children  are  doing  during  the  day. 


Surgeon  General  sees 
end  of  cigarette  industry 

ATLANTA  (AP)  —  Surgeon  General  C.  Everett 
Koop  predicted  last  week  that  the  U.S.  cigarette 
industry  will  vanish  within  20  years,  but  he  said 
that  he  is  not  trying  to  drive  the  company  out  of 
business. 

“I  really  believe  the  days  of  the  cigarette  indus¬ 
try  are  numbered,”  Koop  said  at  a  conference  on 
the  health  effects  of  smoking. 

“Despite  mergers  and  buyouts,  the  cigarette  in¬ 
dustry  is  not  and  never  again  will  be  such  a  growth 
industry,”  he  said. 

Asked  later  if  such  statements  by  a  government 
official  might  hurt  the  ability  of  tobacco  companies 
to  do  business,  Koop  said,  “My  role  as  a  govern¬ 
ment  official  is  to  do  anything  I  can  to  help  the 
health  of  the  nation.” 

While  that  duty  might  help  put  some  companies 
out  of  business,  he  said,  that  is  not  his  motive.  He 
said  no  one  in  the  Reagan  administration  has  ever 
asked  him  to  tone  down  his  statements. 

Tobacco  Insitute  spokesman  Walker  Merryman 
discounted  Koop’s  predictions. 

“He  can’t  be  much  of  a  financial  analyst.  If  he 
was,  he’d  note  that  the  stock  market  has  been  very 
bullish  on  the  companies  as  investment  prop¬ 
erties,”  said  Merryman.

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Cumorah  pageant  is  'grandfather' 
to  other  LDS  church  productions

What  once  began  as  a  single  per¬ 
formance  on  a  country  hillside  49 
years  ago  has  evolved  into  a  grand- 
scale  production  that  now  attracts 
more  than  100,000  people  each  year 
and  is  acclaimed  the  “grandfather”  of 
eight  similar  productions. 

The  Hill  Cumorah  pageant  began  in 
1937  when  the  Eastern  States  mission 
president  for  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  Don  B. 
Colton,  wanted  to  expand  on  the  tra¬ 


ditional  skits  that  missionaeies  often 
performed  for  each  other  at  mission 
conferences.  His  idea  was  to  create 
one  religious  drama  production  to  ex¬ 
pose  the  LDS  Church  to  the  public, 
said  Harold  I.  Hansen,  the  first 
dramatic  director  of  the  pageant  and  a 
retired  BYU  theater  professor. 

Hence,  “America’s  Witness  For 
Christ,”  the  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant, 
began  as  a  one-night  performance 
based  on  the  The  Book  of  Mormon: 
Another  Testament  Of  Jesus  Christ. 

Through  music  and  drama,  pre¬ 
sented  on  the  western  slope  of  the 
hill,  the  pageant  depicts  civilizations 
that  flourished  in  the  Americas  from 
600  B.C.  through  the  coming  of  Christ 
to  the  Western  Hemisphere  in  34 
A.D. 

Since  the  pageant  had/ no  budget 
and  minimal  time  for  preparation, 
volunteer  missionaries  and  members 
of  the  church  were  recruited  to  make 
props  and  help  with  the  technical 
aspects  of  the  production. 

With  only  one  month  of  rehearsals 
before  the  performance  and  many  de¬ 
tails  still  unfinished,  there  were  those 
who  doubted  the  pageant  would  be 
ready  in  time. 

“I  felt  so  completely  overwhelmed 
because  it  went  way  beyond  my  ex¬ 
pectations,”  he  said.  “Nothing  would 
have  happened  without  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  people  working  together.” 

Although  problems  did  occur,  they 
were  relatively  minor.  In  fact,  what 
might  have  been  a  disadvantage 
worked  out  to  their  advantage.  The 
poor  lighting  softened  the  appearance 
of  the  roughly-made  props  and  en¬ 
hanced  their  effectiveness. 

One  major  change  the  pageant  has 
experienced  through  the  years  is  the 
transition  from  a  relatively  small  cast 
of  full-time  missionaries  to  a  large 
cast  of  volunteer  LDS  church  mem¬ 
bers  from  all  over  the  country  who 
spend  two  weeks  each  year  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  pageant. 

This  transition  slowly  came  about 
during  the  Korean  War  era  when 
very  few  male  missionaries  were 
available.  An  appeal  to  the  LDS 
Church  President,  David  O.  McKay, 
brought  missionaries  from  the  Chica¬ 
go  area  and  a  bus  load  of  western  girls 
to  the  Hill  Cumorah,  said  Hansen. 

Soon  thereafter,  others  began 
donating  their  time  and  efforts.  Cur¬ 
rently,  the  pageant  attracts  more 
than  600  volunteers  each  year  who 
come  out  for  a  “two  week  religious 
retreat,”  said  JohnS.  Dawson,  execu-

tive  producer  of  the  Hill  Cumorah 
Pageant. 

However,  most  of  these  volunteers 
still  function  on  the  missionary  basis, 
working  to  expose  the  general  audi¬ 
ence  to  the  LDS  Church.  Each  person 
is  assigned  a  full-time  companion  of 
the  same  gender,  said  Dawson. 

In  a  short  time,  these  “missionar¬ 
ies,”  who  pay  their  own  expenses,  are 
assigned  roles,  fitted  in  costumes  and 
rehearse  their  parts  only  a  few  days 
before  opening  night. 

“They  had  four  days  to  get  600  peo¬ 
ple  on  the  hill  playing  their  parts,” 
said  Laura  Nelson,  from  Logan,  who 
was  a  cast  member  last  summer.  “It 
was  incredible.” 

In  addition  to  their  nightly  per¬ 
formances,  they  also  conduct  tours 
through  various  LDS  church  historic¬ 
al  sites,  as  well  as  proselyte  to  non- 
LDS  visitors,  said  Nelson. 

In  order  to  be  prepared  for  .this, 
Nelson  said  she  spent,  several  hours, 
each  day  in  classroom  instruction/ 
attending  devotionals,  reading  apd 
studying  missionary  discussions, 
practicing  missionary  approaches  and 
praying. 

As  a  missionary  tool,  the  Hill 
Cumorah  Pageant  seems  to  bring  re¬ 
sults.  Last  summer  the  missionaries 
were  given  1,800  referrals,  she  said. 


“They  told  us  that  each  year  they  bap¬ 
tize  enough  people  for  a  whole  ward.” 

Next  summer  marks  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  pageant.  Reunions 
of  past  cast  and  crew  members  are 
being  planned.  Although  he  has  not 
been  back  to  the  pageant  since  he  was 
released  as  the  director  in  1977,  Han¬ 
sen  said  he  hopes  to  attend  the 
reunion. 

Although  the  Hill  Cumorah 
Pageant  has  successfully  run  for  49 
years,  Hansen  said  he  had  no  idea  it 
would  grow  as  much  as  it  has.  “Frank¬ 
ly,  I  didn’t  know  whether  it  would  run 
for  two  or  three  years  even.” 

The  success  of  the  Hill  Cumorah 
Pageant  has  generated  several  other 


The  annual  Easter  Pageant,  on  the 
temple  grounds  in  Mesa,  Ariz. ,  began 
soon  after  the  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant 
and  just  finished  its  48th  year.  The 
musical,  which  is  called  “Jesus  the 
Christ,”  portrays  the  life  of  Christ.  It 
d?aw£  approximately  86,000  during 
the  six  performances,  said  Johnson, 
who  is  the  assistant  director  of  the 
Mesa  pageant. 

As  a  church  musical,  it  is  unique. 
“Some  people  are  uncomfortable  with 
Christ  singing,”  Johnson  said.  The 
actor  who  portrays  Christ  sings 
“Love  One  Another,”  “The  Lord’s 


Prayer”  and  “The  Beatitudes.”  In 
addition,  the  parable  of  the  ten  vir¬ 
gins  is  enacted  in  ballet  form. 

The  third  oldest  church-sponsored 
pageant  is  in  Oakland,  Calif.  It  origin¬ 
ated  as  a  ward  historical  musical  ab¬ 
out  the  church  and  is  now  entering  its 
23rd  year.  Last  summer,  the  pageant 
lured  approximately  20,000  people  to 
its  12  performances,  said  Don  LeFe- 
vre,  LDS  Church  spokesman.  Forty 
percent  of  the  audience  was  not  LDS. 

Through  music  and  drama,  the  col¬ 
orful  pageant  depicts  the  apostasy, 
reformation  and  restoration  of  the 
gospel,  as  well  as  the  LDS  move  west¬ 
ward  and  missionaries  going  out  into 
the  world  to  preach  the  gospel. 

An  unseen  600-voice  balcony  choir 
surrounds  the  audience  in  the  dimly 
lit  auditorium,  and  when  they  sing,  an 
eerie,  yet  heavenly  mood  pours  over 
the  audience,  said  Deanna  Day,  a 
sophomore  from  Fairfield,  Calif., 
majoring  in  English,  who  sang  in  the 
balcony  choir  for  two  years. 

During  the  closing  scene,  the  choir 
descends  from  the  balcony  wearing 
costumes  representing  various  na¬ 
tions,  singing  “Teach  the  Word  To  All 
The  Nations.”  Day  said,  “It’s  a  very 
emotional  scene  for  the  audience,  but 
they  really  like  it.” 

In  Utah,  the  Manti  Temple 
pageant,  “The  Mormon  Miracle,” 
celebrates  its  20th  year  as  an  official 
church  pageant.  As  the  second 
largest  pageant,  it  drew  120,000  peo¬ 
ple  to  its  eight  performances  last  sum¬ 
mer,  said  LeFevre. 

LDS  members  in  the  stakes  from 
local  counties  around  Utah  volunteer 
to  make  up  the  625  member  cast  and 
650  member  production  crew,  said 
Morgan  Dyreng,  general  chairman  of 
the  Manti  pageant.  No  one  is  paid  for 
their  work. 

Although  the  church  provides  the 
pageant' with  some  financial  re¬ 
sources,  most  of  the  money  is  raised 
locally  through  the  selling  of  elabo¬ 
rate  programs  and  souvenirs,  said 
Dyreng.  None  of  the  pageants  charge 
admission. 

Other  church-sponsored  pageants 
include  the  Christmas  program  in 
Alberta,  Canada,  which  is  entering 
its  13th  season;  the  Independence, 
Mo.,  pageant  beginning  its  12th  year; 
“The  City  of  Joseph”  production  in 
Nauvoo,  Ill.,  for  the  11th  time;  and 
the  two  most  recent  shows,  the  New 
Zealand  Temple  pageant  and  the  Cas¬ 
tle  Valley  pageant.  Both  are  in  their 
ninth  season  of  production. 

The  smallest  Utah  pageant,  in  Cas¬ 
tle  Valley,  recreates  the  story  of  the 
pioneers  settling  in  the  area,  and  has 
the  objective  of  doing  missionary 
work.  A  unique  feature  of  this 
pageant  is  that  it  uses  live  animals. 
There  are  three  teams  of  horses  and 
covered  wagons,  and  in  one  scene  a 
man  milks  a  live  cow. 

The  production  is  given  in  a  natural 
mountain  amphitheater.  The  three 
nights  the  pageant  runs  it  attracts 
more  than  3,000  people.  Last  year, 
the  crowd  was  so  large  that  the  direc¬ 
tors  are  planning  to  expand  the 
amphitheater  to  hold  5,000  seats.

Group  of  black  professionals  says 
Academy  right  to  not  vote  for  ' Purple ' 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  ■ —  A  group  of  black  pro¬ 
fessionals  says  the  Academy  of  Motion  Picture  Arts 
and  Sciences  displayed  courage  when  it  did  not  vote 
any  Oscars  for  “The  Color  Purple”  despite  11 
nominations.  ' 

And  the  academy  said  last  week  it  found  surpris¬ 
ing  an  NAACP  official’s  comment  that  the  vote 
smacked  of  racism. 

The  president  of  the  Coalition  Against  Black  Ex¬ 
ploitation  said  the  2-year-old  group  of  about  30 
members,  “commends  members  of  the  Academy 
for  their  election  not  to  grant  Oscar  award  to  ‘The 
Color  Purple.’  ” 

“The  Academy  demonstrated  rare  courage  and 


keen  sensitivity  to  the  concern  of  broad  segments  of 
the  black  community  who  found  the  movie  to  be 
odious,  degrading  and  an  inaccurate  portrayal  of 
black  history  and  culture,”  said  Legrand  Clegg, 
president  of  the  group. 

Members  of  the  group  picketed  the  movie’s  De¬ 
cember  premiere,  saying  it  portrayed  black  men  as 
cruel  and  abusive  toward  women. 

But  Willis  Edwards,  head  of  the  Hollywood- 
Beverly  Hills  branch  for  the  National  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Colored  People,  said  he 
planned  to  organize  a  letter-writing  campaign  to 
protest  “The  Color  Purple”  shutout.

Missouri  town  divided 
on  anti-dancing  issue 


PURDY,  Mo.  (AP)  —  The  school  board  here  isn’t 
budging  on  a  century-old  anti-dancing  policy.  One 
opponent  branded  dances  in  the  gym  an  “avenue  for 
alcohol  consumption,  drug  abuse  and  illicit  sex.” 

But  many  students  and  parents  think  school- 
sponsored  dances  are  healthy  fun,  and  they  have 
threatened  a  lawsuit  and  are  planning  a  rally. 

They  even  invited  the  stars  of  the  movie  “Foot¬ 
loose,”  who  in  the  film  overcome  a  citywide  ban  on 
dancing. 

“I  wish  to  goodness  we  could  get  everybody  as 
excited  about  mathematics  as  we  have  this,”  said 
Superintendent  Richard  Place. 

In  this  southwest  Missouri  community  of  928  the 
dancing  issue  comes  up  annually,  and  earlier  this 
month  the  Purdy  R-2  Board  of  Education  again 
upheld  its  policy  to  the  dismay  of  most  students. 

The  rally  that  some  of  the  parents  are  now  help¬ 
ing  students  organize  is  designed  to  show  the  school 
board  at  its  April  14  meeting  just  how  much  sup¬ 
port  there  is  for  school-sponsored  dances. 

The  intensity  of  the  argument  has  stayed  high. 

“It’s  pushing  people  further  and  further  into  a 
corner,”  Place  said.  “Their  willingness  to  comprom¬ 
ise  is  out  the  window.  It  just  sticks  in  people’s 
craw.” 

A  local  Baptist  minister,  the  Rev.  Ted  Davis, 
said  the  next  step  after  dancing  at  school  would  be 
dancing  in  nightclubs. 

“What  goes  on  in  the  roadhouses  except  the  illicit 
activities  that  tend  to  immoralize  the  whote  neigh¬ 
borhood?”  he  said.  “I  just  can’t  see  opening  another 
avenue  for  alcohol  consumption,  drug  abuse  and 
illicit  sex.”

Louisville  against  Duke 
C 1986  ' Year  of  the  guard ' 


DALLAS  (AP)  —  In  college  basketball’s  year  of 
the  guard,  the  national  championship  will  be  settled 
in  a  battle  of  talented  baekcourts. 

Duke’s  All-American  Johnny  Dawkins  and  Tom¬ 
my  Amaker  go  head-to-head  with  Louisville’s  Milt  . 
Wagner  and  Jeff  Hall  Monday  night  in  the  cham¬ 
pionship  game  of  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

Louisville,  31-7  and  ranked  seventh,  has  a  size 
advantage,  but  the  Blue  Devils  “hope  to  take 
advantage  since  they  don’t  have  a  true  ball 
handler.” 

Top-ranked  Duke,  with  an  NCAA-record  37  vic¬ 
tories  in  39  games,  has  won  21  in  a  row,  but  a  lack  of 
height  along  the  front  line  keeps  some  from  calling 
it  an  outstanding  team.  Louisville  Coach  Denny 
Crum  scoffs  at  that  notion. 

“I  hear  people  say  that  Duke  is  not  that  strong  of 
a  team,”  said  Crum,  whose  team  has  won  16  in  a 
row.  “I  think  you  are  as  good  as  you  play,  and  they 
play  very  well.  They  just  continue  to  win  games. 
They  have  won  21  in  a  row,  are  ranked  No.  1  and 


they  do  everything  you  want  a  basketball  team  to 
do.” 

Dawkins,  a  6-foot-2  senior,  and  Amaker,  a  6-foot 
junior  make  up  what  might.be  the  best  backcourt  in 
the  nation. 

“I’m  the  quarterback,”  Amaker  said.  “Johnny  is 
the  type  of  player  who  roams  around  the  court.  I’m 
there  to  let  him  be  free.” 

They  will  be  facing  the  full-court  pressure  de¬ 
fense  which  led  Louisville  past  the  strongest  non¬ 
conference  schedule  in  the  nation  and  to  the  Metro 
Conference  regular-season  and  tournament  titles. 

Duke’s  defense,  which  has  forced  19  turnovers  a 
game,  is  keyed  by  its  ball-hawking  guard's. 

“Milt  is  a  great  offensive  player  and  -Louisville 
has  two  very  capable  guards,”  Dawkins  said.  “It’s 
going  to  come  down  to  who  wants  it  the  most.  There 
is  no  easy  way  out.” 

“They’re  both  big  and  tall,  so  they  definitely  have 
the  height  advantage,  but  we’ve  played  against  big 
baekcourts  before,”  said  Amaker.

“Gender  can  no  longer  be  used  as  a 
criteria  for  paying  alimony.  Both  men  and 
women  can  pay  alimony  to  each  other 
now.” 

Women  can  also  be  asked  to  divide  prop¬ 
erty,  including  savings  and  homes  in  half. 
In  some  cases,  when  there  has  been  dis¬ 
pute  over  the  home,  women  have  been 
forced  to  sell  the  home,  the  only  real  asset 
that  they  have,  said  Bahr.

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Rita  and  audience  get  an  education 
in  weekend  theater  performance

Rita  was  not  the  only  one  who  received  an  educa¬ 
tion  Saturday  night  at  the  BYU  Department  of 
;  Theatre  and  Cinematic  Arts’  presentation  of  “Edu¬ 
cating  Rita”  in  the  Margetts  Arena  Theatre, 
HFAC. 

The  play  brought  out  the  many  problems  and 
>  situations  that  face  students  as  they  attempt  to 
become  educated.  It  also  brought  to  light  the 
changes  that  take  place  in  people  as  they  become 
so-called  “formal  students.” 

The  play,  written  by  Willey  Russell ,  arifi  directed 
*  by  Tad  Z.  Danielewski,  gives  an  excellent  portrayal 
v  of  the  challenges  and  sometimes  frustrating  situa¬ 
tions  not  only  students,  but  also  professors  go 
i  through  in  the  process  of  learning. 

Though  the  cast  of  the  play  is  small  —  consisting 
of  only  two  characters  —  it  is  not  lacking  in  quality. 
Liliane  D’Arc,  gives  a  pleasing  portrayal  of  Rita. 
She  never  waivers  from  her  character,  and  main¬ 


tains  a  realistic  British  accent  throughout  the 
course  of  the  performance. 

Dalin  Christensen,  plays  Frank,  Rita’s  profes¬ 
sor,  who  is  quite  unwilling  at  first  to  be  her  tutor. 
Throughout  the  course  of  the  play,  however,  the 
audience  is  able  to  see  the  changes  that  take  place  in 
Frank,  and  Christensen  does  a  more-than- 
adequate  job  of  playing  the  part. 

Because  there  are  only  two  characters  in  the 
play,  the  Margetts  Arena  Theatre  was  an  appropri¬ 
ate  choice  for  the  performances.  In  that  setting,  the 
audience  can  be  close  to  the  action,  which  is  a  good 
thing,  because  the  action  is  not  song  and  dance,  but 
rather  action  of  the  mind.  The  size  of  the  theater, 
and  also  the  fact  that  it  is  in  the  round,  enables  the 
members  of  the  audience  to  see  the  facial  express¬ 
ions  of  the  characters,  and  almost  become  a  part  of 
them  because  they  are  so  close. 

The  only  drawback  to  the  Margetts  Theatre  is 
the  warm  temperature  and  lack  of  ventilation.  To¬ 
ward  the  end  of  the  performance,  some  members  of 


the  audience  looked  a  bit  uncomfortable  and  were 
fidgeting  in  their  seats. 

Nevertheless,  the  audience  was  intent  on  the 
action  at  the  right  times,  laughed  at  the  right  times 
and  looked  in  amazement  at  the  right  times. 

Rita  progressed  throughout  the  performance 
and  at  the  end  was  able  to  see  that  being  educated 
means  having  a  choice. 

Although  Rita  expressed  herself  well  when  she 
told  Frank  the  things  that  were  going  on  in  her  life, 
it  seems  it  would  have  been  better,  perhaps,  if  the 
audience  had  been  able  to  view  firsthand  the  ac¬ 
tions  in  her  life.  However,  the  limitations  of  the 
stage  prevented  the  director  from  doing  this.  Even 
so,  the  performers  and  the  director  did  well  with 
what  they  had  to  work  with. 

For  anyone  who  is  struggling  with  learning  who 
they  really  are,  this  production  gives  many  new 
insights.  Performances  continue  throughout  this 
week,  with  a  matinee  today  at  4:30  p.m. ,  and  8  p.m. 
shows  Tuesday  through  Saturday.  Tickets  are 
available  from  the  Theatre  Ticket  Office,  HFAC. 


Prophecy  a  gift,  says  Elder  Oaks

>  Anyone  has  the  ability  to  be  a  prophet,  but  not 
!  “the”  prophet,  said  Elder  Dallin  H.  Oaks  on  Friday 
’  in  the  Marriott  Center  as  part  of  the  1986  BYU 
Women’s  Conference. 

Speaking  on  spiritual  gifts,  Elder  Oaks,  a  mem- 
j  ber  of  the  LDS  Council  of  Twelve,  said  there  are 
:  two  gifts  that  one  can  receive  —  the  gift  of  prophe- 
j  ey  and  the  gift  to  prophesy  to  others. 

Understand  distinction 

“It  is  important  to  understand  the  distinction 
between  a  prophet  and  the  prophet.  A  prophet  has 
a  prophetic  gift  and  a  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ. 
The  prophet  holds  the  prophetic  office.” 

Elder  Oaks  said  that  those  who  teach  God’s 
word,  exort  God’s  people  and  have  a  testimony  of 
Christ  are  prophets. 

“Christians  should  desire  spiritual  gifts,  but 
rather  that  they  should  prophesy.” 

Spiritual  gifts  are  important,  but  people  know 
too  little  about  them  as  is  evident  in  the  failure  to 
use  them,  he  said.  Some  of  the  most  important  gifts 
are  personal  revelation,  faith  and  a  testimony  of 
Jesus  Christ. 


“But  before  you  can  receive  spiritual  gifts,  you 
must  have  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  is 
received  by  the  laying  on  of  hands.  And  it  doesn’t 
matter  if  you  are  male  or  female.

Men,  women  ‘equal’ 

“Where  spiritual  things  are  concerned,  in  all  mat¬ 
ters  that  pertain  to  personal  righteousness,  men 
and  women  stand  in  equality  before  God,”  he  said. 


But  spiritual  gifts  do  not  come  automatically, 
visibly,  or  with  a  great  understanding  by  men. 
“You  must  desire  and  zealously  seek  to  have  them. 
They  are  predicated  by  faith,  obedience  and  per¬ 
sonal  righteousness.” 

But  he  also  said  not  to  seek  for  signs  to  develop 
faith.  “When  we  love  God  with  all  our  hearts,  we 
'  may  receive  spiritual  gifts. 

“When  we  seek  spiritual  gifts  to  benefit  others 
besides  ourselves,  the  signs  will  come  by  faith.” 

In  listing  some  of  the  spiritual  gifts,  Elder  Oaks 
put  faith  at  the  top  of  the  list.  Also  included  were 
testimonies,  which  we  must  all  be  responsible  for 
sharing,  the  gift  of  teaching,  judgment  and  the  wise 
application  of  knowledge  and  the  speaking  and  in¬ 
terpretation  of  tongues,  which  he  said  must  be  edi¬ 
fied  in  order  to  be  used. 

Other  subjects 

Also  included  were  the  working  of  miracles,  be¬ 
holding  and  ministering  of  angels,  personal  revela¬ 
tion  and  the  keys  or  power  of  the  priesthood,  where 
he  said  all  must  be  careful  to  discern  between  spir¬ 
itual  gifts  and  false  spirits  of  Satan. 

“The  Savior  has  warned  against  false  prophets, 
many  of  which  are  gone  out  into  the  world.  Satan 
gives  revelations  to  deceive  men,”  he  said.

Panelists,  speakers  address  pertinent  issues

Panelists  and  lecturers  at  last  week’s 
Women’s  Conference  addressed  several 
different  issues  facing  LDS  women  today, 
including  whether  they  should  serve  mis¬ 
sions  and  the  sociology  of  LDS  living. 

A  former  LDS  mission  president  said  he 
believes  there  will  come  a  time  soon  when 
women  may  be  able  to  serve  LDS  missions 
at  age  19. 

Hyrum  Smith,  made  his  comments  dur¬ 
ing  a  panel  discussion  Friday  afternoon. 
He  was  one  of  four  panelists  on  “Women  as 
Missionaries.”  He  said  he  strongly  be¬ 
lieves  that  women  should  go  on  missions 
before  they  get  married  and  expects  to  see 
the  day  when  the  eligible  age  will  be 
changed. 

As  to  why  the  age  is  set  at  21,  Smith  said 


he  doesn’t  really  know.  “Of  all  those  that  I 
have  talked  to,  no  one  seems  to  really 
know  why  they  don’t  change  the  age.  My  • 
opinion  is  that  it  would  be  breaking  tradi¬ 
tion.” 

But  he  said  he  sees  this  image  changing.. 
“Young  women  are  realizing  the  opportu¬ 
nities  they  have.  Especially  when  both 
their  parents  have  gone  on  missions,  they 
recognize  the  value  of  it.  One  other  thing 
that  has  helped  is  the  women’s  movement 
nationally.  Women  are  a  lot  more  aggres¬ 
sive,”  he  said. 

Panelist  moderator,  Cheryl  Brown, 
agreed  and  said  there  isn’t  any  real  rule, 
but  because  it  is  the  rule,  people  have 
found  reason  for  it. 

As  for  reasons  why  women  should  go  on ' 
missions,  Smith  said  they  should  go  for  the 
same  reasons  that  men  do.  Marilyn  Burt, 
who  served  a  mission  in  Bolivia,  said  it 


prepares  a  person  for  living  with  someone . 
else.  “You  also  learn  to  cook,  be  on  your 
own,  learn  to  laugh  and  you  learn  self- 
sufficiency.” 

In  another  lecture,  also  during  The 
Women’s  Conference,  Alice  B.  Smith,  a 
former  part-time  facuty  member  of  sociol¬ 
ogy  at  Utah  State  University,  said  the 
only  certainty  in  life  is  change. 

“In  all  of  this  change  we  are  blessed 
because  we  have  a  firm, steady  core  in  the 
gospel.  The  gospel  is  the  good  news  of 
change,”  she  said. 

“But,  the  gospel  principles  never 
change.  It’s  the  way  they  are  put  into 
practice  that  changes.” 

Speaking  on  the  subject  “The  Sociology 
of  Living  Mormon,”  Alice  Smith  scolded 
her  audience  for  not  paying  more  attention 
to  the  sick  and  afflicted.

The  falsehoods  behind  the  image  and  role  of  LDS 
women  was  the  topic  of  a  speech  given  by  Cynthia 
B.  Lynch  Friday  at  the  Women’s  Conference  at 
BYU. 

Lynch,  a  communications  graduate  of  Mt. 
Holyoke  and  a  convert  to  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  said  there  needs  to  be  a 
way  of  correcting  misconceptions  about  LDS 
women.  She  discussed  th  importance  of  women  in 
the  LDS  church  and  quoted  President  Spencer  W. 
Kimball  when,  in  1979,  he  talked  about  the  growth 
of  the  LDS  Church  being  largely  due  to  righteous 
women  being  drawn  to  it. 

According  to  Lynch,  the  problem  with  the  image 
of  LDS  women  is  not  what  the  role  of  women  actual¬ 
ly  is,  but  rather  what  the  people  outside  the  church 
perceive  it  to  be.  “Women  outside  the  church  see  us 
as  they  do  because  of  their  search  for  identity  and 
value  in  today’s  society,”  said  Lynch.  “Christ 
doesn’t  provide  identity  to  women  as  He  does  to 
men.” 


The  bad  image,  says  Lynch,  comes  from  biases 
and  falsehoods  going  continuously  uncorrected. 
This,  then,  presents  LDS  women  with  a  problem 
that  is  not  spiritual  but  rather  one  of  public  rela¬ 
tions. 

LDS  women  today,  Lynch  told  her  full-capacity 
audience,  are  often  caught  between  the  LDS  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  women  which  is  that  of  a  “Super 
Mom,”  and  the  non-LDS  view  that  Mormon  women 
are  outdated.  “This  effects  the  way  Mormon 
women  see  themselves.” 

Lynch  feels  stereotypical  qualities  such  as  the 
idea  that  all  LDS  people  are  westerners  because 
the  church  is  based  in  Utah,  (“the  Vatican  is  in 
Rome  but  not  all  Catholics  are  Italians.”)  and  the 
squelched  LDS  wife  that  is  completely  dominated 
by  her  husband,  need  to  be  changed. 

Also,  Lynch  pointed  out  that  the  typical  LDS 
woman  in  most  church  publications  and  films  is 
white,  middle  class,  living  in  Utah,  and  raising  a 
house  full  of  children.  Lynch  said  that  image  needs 
to  be  changed  to  include  every  nationality  and  cir¬ 
cumstance.  There  needs  to  be  a  “cross  cultural  uni¬ 
ty  of  Mormon  women.”

However,  after  the 
surgery  he  didn’t  require  reading 
glasses,  which  pleasantly  surprised 
both  the  doctor  and  himself. 

“Very  few  people  are  the  same,” 
Sorensen  said,  “There  is  always  a 
different  reaction.” 

Most  patients  having  a  DRK  done 
are  outpatients  at  the  hospital  but 
they  are  advised  not  to  drive  them¬ 
selves  home. 

After  having  his  first  eye  operated 
pn  Sorensen  said  he  felt  almost 
euphoric  as  he  was  wheeled  back  to 
the  waiting  area. 

One  mistake  he  made  was  that  he 
decided  to  drive  himself  home.  Soren¬ 
sen  soon  found  out  why  it’s  not 
advised. 

After  going  a  little  more  than  a  mile 
his  eye  began  to  throb  and  he  said  he 
had  a  difficult  time  making  the  drive 
home. 

For  most,  the  pain  after  the  opera¬ 
tion  isn’t  as  uncomfortable  as  that 
Sorensen  experienced  and  for  his 
second  eye  surgery  it  wasn’t  nearly 
as  bad. 

The  second  eye,  usually  the  domi¬ 
nant  one,  is  done  a  few  weeks  to  a  few 
months  after  the  first  eye  is  done. 
This  allws  time  for  the  first  eye  to 
gain  strength  and  for  the  doctors  to 
see  how  it  reacted  to  the  operation. 
Also  the  next  eye  surgery  can  be  mod¬ 
ified  according  to  how  the  first  one 
reacted. 

The  surgery  itself  doesn’t  take  long 
to  perform  but  some  advertisers  play 
this  up  as  though  it  were  not  a  big 
deal.  Some  of  the  ads  now  seen  are 
very  unrealistic,  Cook  said. 

Sorensen  said  the  ads  give  the  im¬ 
pression  that  you  can  walk  in  and 
have  your  eyes  corrected  as  if  you 
were  going  in  to  get  your  hair  done. 


There  can  be  different  complica¬ 
tions  with  this  surgery  but  the  most 
common  one  is  that  of  over  or  under 
correction,  said  Noble. 

If  a  patient  is  overcorrected  then 
the  alternative  is  to  go  back  to  glas¬ 
ses.  If  a  patient  is  under  corrected 
then  the  surgery  can  be  done  again. 

There  are  three  main  side  effects  of 
the  DRK  that  will  usually  last  for  the 
first  few  months  and  up  to  a  year  after 
surgery.  One  is  fluctuating  vision. 

The  first  few  weeks  after  Sorensen 
had  his  surgery,  he  said  he  saw  double 
sometimes. 

Another  problem  is  light  sensitiv¬ 
ity.  Sorensen  had  his  eyes  done  short¬ 
ly  before  summer  and  said  he  experi¬ 
enced  extremely  high  light  sensitiv¬ 
ity.  “I  wore  dark  glasses  almost  con¬ 
stantly  to  minimize  the  glare  of  any 
strong  light.” 

The  third  problem  is  glare  at  night. 
While  driving  at  night  Sorensen 
would  wear  dark  glasses  because  the 
glare  of  oncoming  car  headlights 
would  nearly  blind  him  from  the  in¬ 
tensity,  he  said. 

“A  high  price  but  likely  the  best 
investment  I’ve  ever  made,”  said 
Sorensen.  By  the  fifth  week  after  his 
operation  he  said  he  could  see  with 
20/20  vision,  sometimes  20/15.  “Bet¬ 
ter  than  that,  without  glasses  I  could 
see  trees  on  the  mountains,  books  on 
the  shelves,  food  in  the  refrigerator, 
road  signs  and  even  the  faces  of  peo¬ 
ple  I  passed  while  jogging.” 

“I  have  witnessed  changes  in  peo¬ 
ples  lives  because  of  this  operation,” 
Noble  said.  “Some  are  able  to  broaden 
the  scope  of  their  activities  to  include 
previously  prohibited  sports;  some 
pursue  new  vocations  and  others  just 
enjoy  life  with  one  less  thing  to  worry 
about.” 
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Kansas  State  University  developing

There-  aren’t  many  monkeys  on  the 
Kansas  prairie,  but  a  lot  of  monkey 
food  is  being  developed  in  the  state. 

Grain  scientists  at  Kansas  State 
University  are  making  special  monk¬ 
ey  biscuits,  and  finicky  langur  monk¬ 
eys  at  the  San  Siego  Zoo  are  going  ape 
over  them.

Fashion  modeling  isn’t  all  that  gla¬ 
morous  according  to  Michelle  Smoot 
Hyde  of  Provo,  who  has  been  in- the 
modeling  business  in  Utah  for  10 
years. 

Hyde,  who  was  the  1981  BYU 
Homecoming  queen,  is  the  owner  of 
the  Provo  branch  of  a  Utah  modeling 
agency.  She  began  in  the  business 
when  she  was  13  years  old.  ■ 

One  drawback  to  modeling  is  being 
on  your  feet  for  hours  at  a  time.  Once 
while  modeling  Hyde  had  to  wear  a 
pair  of  ski  boots  for  ten  hours. 

Suzette  Miller,  a  freshman  from 
Round  Mountain,  Nev.,  majoring  in 
public  relations,  made  $500  a  week 
modeling  in  Nevada,  without  having 
to  audition.  But  in  Utah  she  has  been 
turned  down  three  out  of  four  times. 

Because  of  the  nature  of  modeling 
auditions,  many  in  the  profession 
have  dubbed  the  tryouts  “cattle 
calls.”  After  being  called  by  their 
agents,  models  appear  as  a  group  for 
ah  audition  and  then  pass  like  cattle 
before  judges,  who  choose  only  a  few 
of  them  for  the  job,  said  Hyde. 

A  judge  may  tell  a  model,  “You’re 
too  skinny  —  go.”  The  judges  don’t 
try  to  be  nice,  Hyde  said.  It  can  be 
very  tough  on  a  person’s  ego. 

Emotionally  draining  job 

“Modeling  is  an  emotionally  drain¬ 
ing  job,”  said  photographer  Scott 
Hancock,  who  teaches  classes  at  the 
agency.  “If  you  get  your  feelings  hurt 
easily,  modeling  is  going  to  be  tough. 
As  a  model  you  are  just  a  product,  not 
a  person.” 

BYU  student  Hal  Anderson  was  a 
model  in  Seattle.  Even  though  he 
made  money  at  it,  his  advice  to  young 
people  who  may  be  considering  mod¬ 
eling  is  to  go  to  college  and  “get  a  real 
job.”  He  is  now  getting  his  master’s 
degree  in  psychology. 

Anderson  found  that  in  Utah  many 
people  are  willing  to  work  for  the  ex¬ 
perience  only.  “There  is  no  shortage 
of  (good  looking)  people  at  BYU,  but 
you’ve  got  to  be  able  to  drop  what 
you’re  doing  at  a  moment’s  notice  and 


pounds.  F or  each  inch  over  that  add 
five  pounds,  she  said. 

Must  be  easy  going 

An  “easy  going”  attitude  should  be 
characteristic  of  a  model.  A  model 
cannot  complain  about  the  clothes  he 
or  she  is  asked  to  wear  or  how  the  hair 
dresser  has  done  the  hair,  said  Hyde. 

Finally,  an  aggressive  attitude  is 
important.  This  is  a  rare  and  difficult 
combination  to  find,  because  beautiful 
women  often  become  “prima  donnas 
and  are  not  that  easy  to  get  along 
with,”  she  said. 

Versatility  may  be  a  fourth  ele¬ 
ment,  said  Hyde.  In  Utah,  models  can 
expect  to  do  ramp  work,  commercials 
and  print  work. 

This  versatility  includes  being  able 
to  portray  different  images  for  the 
advertiser.  Models  need  to  under¬ 
stand  that  advertising  is  based  on  im¬ 
ages,  said  Hancock.  The  more  images 
a  model  can  portray  the  more  success¬ 
ful  he  will  be  in  the  business. 

When  choosing  a  modeling  school,  a 
person  should  find  one  that  is  associ¬ 
ated  with  an  agency,  said  Hyde.  Then 
he  should  go  to  local  advertisers  to 
find  out  which  agency  they  use. 

Beware  of  scams 

There  is  very  little  competition 
among  modeling  schools,  and  some 
are  scams,  according  to  Hyde.  She 
advised  people  who  are  interested  in 
modeling  to  research  the  school  and 
make  sure  it  is  in  the  position  to  help 
the  model  find  jobs. 

Her  agency  receives  ten  percent  of 
the  model’s  salary  and  does  the  finan¬ 
cial  negotiating  for  the  model. 

Getting  started  in  modeling  may 
cost  several  thousand  dollars  for 
training,  clothes,  makeup,  photogra¬ 
phy  and  advertising,  said  Hancock. 

In  addition,  she  said  models  must 
work  out  at  a  spa  everyday  and  keep 
their  bodies  well  toned.  Models  are 
“slightly  muscled,”  he  said. 

Models  should  be  aware  that  in  a 
photographic  session  they  may  be 
asked  to  compromise  some  of  their 
personal  standards,  and  both  Hyde 
and  Hancock  teach  modeling  students 
how  to  handle  this.

There  are  three  essential  things  a 
person  must  have  to  be  a  successful 
model,  said  Hyde.  “Without  all  three, 
you  won’t  make  it.” 

First,  prospective  models  must  be 
beautiful  before  they  can  ever  get  a 
foot  in  the  door,  said  Hyde.  A  woman 
should  be  no  shorter  than  5  feet  7 
inches  and  weigh  between  115  and  120 


For  example,  a  model  must  make 
up  her  mind  beforehand  whether  she 
will  model  swimwear  or  lingerie.  Dur¬ 
ing  one  photo  session,  Hyde  had  mod¬ 
eled  a  line  of  clothes  and  then  was 
asked  to  do  a  “bra  shot.”  She  had 
made  her  decision  ahead  of  time  not  to 
do  that,  and  there  were  no  second 
thoughts  for  her  when  it  came  time  to 
say,  “No,”
